|'When You Catcha Cold 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The common cold, or acute coryza, is a big 
problem in North America for more days are 
lost from work because of this illness than any 
other disorder. There are many theories as to 
the cause of colds, but, when one tries to catch 
a cold experimentally, the chances are that no 
cold will result. If you work 
in cold places or wet places, 
you are no more apt to catch 
a cold than the average per- 
son. It is true that certain 
germs may be found in the 
discharge from the nose dur- 
ing a cold, but these germs 
may also be found when a 
cold is not present for they 
are cq@pstantly entering the 
nose and usually are prompt- 
ly expelled or their action 
destroyed. 

If you have a cold, you will probably have 
as many cures suggested to you as you have 
friends and yet, after the first few days, the cold 
runs along its appointed way regardless of any- 
thing you may do, until it finally clears up and 
disappears after about eight or ten days. 

A cold produces acute discomfort because 
the swollen tender tissues in the nose interfere 
with the three most important functions of the 
nose, such as smelling, breathing, and voce! res- 
onance. It is unpleasant not to be able to dis- 
tinguish odors because most of the finer flavors 
of food are discerned by our olfactory apparatus. 
It is also unpleasant to be forced to breath 
through the mouth and to be forced to speak 
with the curious dialect of one whoge nose is 
stopped. But, if these temporary inconveniences 
were all of the results of a cold, there would 
not need to be cause for alarm; however, colds 
may prove dangerous to the health to an even 
greater extent for the infection may spread in 
several ways. It frequently enters the frontal 
sinuses, causing chronie sinusitis. The infection 
may also travel up phe Eustachian tubes into 
the middle ear, where it may result in severe 
pain and even deafness, and the inflammation 
may spread to the mastoid cells, causing mas- 
toiditis. The inflammation also frequently ex- 
terids down the throat into the larynx or voice 
box, causing hoarseness, and into the bronchial 
tubes, causing chronic bronchitis. 

One should always regard the first symptoms 
of a cold with suspicion for many of the more 
serious acute diseases are indistinguishable in 
their first stages from the common cold and, if 
allowed to progress too far, may be difficult to 
overcome. I am convinced that germs are not 
the primary cause of colds but that there must 
first be a weakened resistance which may come 
fr several factors, such as: enervation from 
a lack of sleep, or worry; overburdening the 
digestive organs by overeating; and a lack of 
preper elimination from the skin and intestines. 

In taking care of a cold I suggest that you 
take one or more large enemas until thorough 
elimination has taken place. Then take a sweat

to 200 teachers of the inspectorate. 

Fred Gardiner, with pupils of his 
rural school, demonstrated some 
practical lessons of a country 
school, presenting a comprehensive 
demonstration and covering lessons 
in practically all grades. 

The principal address was given 
by C. A. Ronning, M.L.A., principal 
of the Camrose Lutheran Colleze, | 
on “The Telic Function of Edu- 
cation. 

“Telic” is a new word of Greek 
origin, from “telas”, meaning pur- | 
pose, and a Telic society is a pur-| 
posive society, Mr. Ronning said. 


MUST STEER WORLD | 

“That which goes into the school | 
program today comes out in the 
society of tomorrow,” he said. “H 
G. Wells in “The Open Conspiracy,” | 
says the educators of today can 
cause the leaders of tomorrow to be | 
poured into any mold. The teachers 
should accept the responsibility of 
steering the world of tomorrow.” 

Various subjects in our high! 
schools might well be replaced by | 
those of greater social significance, | 
said Mr. Ronning, who believes stu- | 
dents spend too much effort in sim- 
ply trying to pass examinations 
mostly in subjects having little 
value to those not entering the pro- 
fessions. He added that more thar 
90 per cent of our students do not 
take professional courses. 


WRONG BASIS 

The number of passes made by a 
teacher is no criterion on which to 
base the value of the teacher and 
both teacher and school must be 
freed of the exacting requirements 
of today, he felt.

BAWLF., Oct. 13.—Threshing re- 
sumed last week for the fourth time 
this season, is rapidly progressing, 
aided'by ideal, warm weather, with- 
out heavy dew or morning frosts. 
Heavy winds last week blew all the 
leaves off the trees, and when the 
wind was most severe, a few 
threshing machines were forced to 


suspend work. 

Despite the drought, there are 
some heavy yields, the highest re- 
ported being 32 bushels of wheat to 
the acre. Grain in stook before the 
August frost is grading No. 1 to 3, 
but later grain, mostly Marquis, 
grades No. 2 to 6, with an average 
of 4 and 5. 


ELEVATORS ARE BUSY 
RIMBEY, Oct. 13.—Elevators are 
busy receiving grain although the 
amounts handled will be less this | 
year than last. A. McNevin, U.G.G. 
agent at Forshee, stated Tuesday | 
that to date he had handled 12,000 
bushels at an average grade of No. 
3, and that the average yield per | 
acre was about 12 bushels. Several 
large fields between Rimbey and 
Bentley grew 25 bushels to the 
acre.
